While the specials of the 
.Big Three -car. manufactu- 
_rers battle for an outright 

win in Australia’s classic 
‘sedan car race — _ the 
Hardie-Ferodo 500 at Bat- 
. hurst on October 3 — there 
‘will be a_ frantic tussle 


- going on at the same time. 


One of the most hotly contested classes 
will be Class A (For cars priced up to 
$2150) in which Nissan Australia’s Dat- 
sun Racing Team has entered two 1200 
sedans. A 1600 sedan will-compete in 
Class B ($2151 to $2500). 

Since 1967, Datsun has won Class A 
twice and although the cars go more than 
35 mph slower in top speed than the big 
GT V8’s, they are driven maximum effort 
non-stop.’
